THE  DIGGES  LETTERS. 

By  R.  W.  Julian. 

Part  II. 

In  the  last  part  we  reviewed  the  first  letter  of  Thomas  Digges,  sent  to  the  United 
States  Secretary  of  State,  Thomas  Jefferson.  In  this  part  we  shall  discuss  the  second 
and  third  letters  of  Digges.  Only  the  third  letter  will  be  printed  in  its  entirety,  but 
the  second  letter,  in  the  parts  that  differ  from  or  supplement  the  third  letter,  will 
be  placed  in  brackets  in  itahc  lettering.  Both  letters  were  to  Thomas  Pinckney, 
the  American  minister  in  London.  They  are  as  follows : 

(The  second  letter  is  dated  from  Birmingham  the  21st  of  March,  1793). 

Birmingham,  6  Ap^  1793 
Sir 

[/  forwarded  a  book  of  medals  and  coins.,  intended  for  Mr.  Jefferson,  by  a 
coach  from  here  to  London  the  Yhth  instant,  which  by  way  of  saving  you  trouble 
1  directed  to  Mr.  Chapman  No.  80  Corn  Hill  with  orders  to  Him  to  send  a  porter 
with  them  to  your  hotel  —  By  a  letter  from  my  friend,  Mr.  Jos.  Johnson,  to  whom 
I  sent  a  parcel  by  the  same  conveyance,  I  fi?id  they  had  not  arrived  on  the  Yhth. 
I  have  written  to  Mr.  Chapman  about  the  parcels  and  I  hope  you  get  it  by  this 
day  or  tomorrow. 
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Mr.  Boulton,  with  whom  1  frequently  communicate,  intefids  going  to  London 
tomorrow,  and  will  likely  call  upon  you.  It  may  be  as  well  that  you  do  not 
mention  to  him  that  I  obtained  any  of  the  halfpence  minted  by  Mr.  Obidiah 

Westwood  or  that  I  mixed  them  in  the  same  box  with  his  so  far  superior  Monies - 

/  told  him  I  had  made  free  to  send  the  box  for  Mr.  Jefferson  open  to  you  supposing 
it  would  gratify  you  to  see  his  neat  &  excellent  coinage. 

Without  supposing  our  Rulers  in  America  will  either  employ  Him  to  mint 
the  Copper  Coitiage,  or  to  purchase  his  beautiful  apparatus,  it  was  on  this  theme 
I  spoke  to  him  in  order  to  find  out  the  prices  &  information  given  in  mv  open 
letter  to  Mr.  Jefferson.  —  He  is  a  liberal  &  very  good  kind  of  Man,  but  like  other 
great  artists,  is  a  little  close  zohen  applied  to  for  information  about  men  in  the 
diesinking  line  .  .  .] 

Having  been  some  days  with  an  archery  &  Fox  hunting  meeting  near 
Coventry,  I  did  not  get  your  obliging  Letter  till  yesterday,  and  have  only  to 
say  in  reply  that  the  box  of  medals  &  coins  was  intended  for  Mr.  Jefferson  to 
whom  I  have  before  wrote  on  the  subject  of  our  coinage,  &  who  will  make 
every  communication  of  such  specimens  to  the  American  Mint  which  can  in 
any  way  assist  the  artists  engaged  in  it.  I  am  very  happy  that  no  artist  in  the 
die-sinking  way,  goes  from  this  quarter  for  the  genius  and  wickedness  of  the 

place  would  soon  lead  to  counterfeiting  the  American  monies. - I  know  of 

no  preventive  to  the  so  doing  but  the  coining  with  Mr.  Boulton’s  invented 
apparatus',  which  from  its  exactness,  nicety  &  being  done  in  the  Collar  way 
almost  precludes  the  possibility  of  counterfeit  imitation.  He  is  now  busied 
in  a  halfpence  coinage  for  Bermuda  with  the  King’s  head  &  a  ship  or  sloop  on 
the  reverse,  also  with  some  for  Antigua  &  Sierra  Leone.  His  son’s  illness 
has  prevented  his  yet  going  to  London,  He  will  call  on  you,  &  perhaps  upon 
enquiry  he  would  mention  the  small  sum  he  would  take  for  his  apparatus 
exclusive  of  the  steam  engine,  for  water  works,  or  other  force,  will  do  equally 
w^ell  with  us,  and  the  engine  is  the  principal  expense. 

In  the  mention  heretofore  to  you  about  Counterfeiting  the  money  of  other 
countries,  you  are  to  understand  that  Mr.  Boulton  stands  clearly  &  honourably 
above  all  such  vile  proceedings,  tho  He  must  know  some  of  the  parties  engaged 
in  those  practices.  In  your  conversation  you  need  not  drop  a  hint  from  whom 
you  obtained  the  information  as  to  Counterfeits,  which  I  think  it  highly 
necessary  to  apprise  America  of  —  I  therefore  here  annex  another  account 
of  these  proceedings : 

Since  last  my  communications  with  Mr.  Boulton  and  Mr.  Watt,  and  my 
last  letters  to  you,  I  have  found  out  a  variety  of  money  coining  practices  here, 
highly  disgraceful,  I  think,  to  the  parties,  to  the  Country  and  its  laws;  And 
in  the  instances  I  shall  mention  likely  to  do  infinite  mischief  to  the  vast  circu¬ 
lation  of  Spanish  silver  in  the  United  States. 

[/  have  .  .  .  seen  pattern  cards  of  shillings,  sixpences,  and  half  crowns  of  base 
metal  {some  of  the  shillings  for  instance  so  bad  as  to  be  marked  for  sale  at  the  rate 
of  28,  30,  &  35  shillings  for  the  Guinea)]. 

As  early  as  March  1791  they  began  with  the  American  Copper  only  upon 
reading  the  resolve  of  Congress  to  have  such  a  money  and  the  getting  over  a 

print  of  the  i\merican  eagle.  -  There  were  three  different  sorts  of  these 

Cents  made  here  (the  samples  of  two  of  which  I  forwarded  for  your  perusal 
in  Mr.  Jefferson’s  Book)  all  with  the  President’s  head,  not  a  bad  likeness,  & 

tolerably  well  executed -  I  find,  however,  this  was  merely  an  attempt  of 

some  artists  here  to  induce  Congress  to  give  Birmingham  the  order  for  coinage 
of  their  copper  money. 
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Quarter  Dollars,  &  Pistareens,  (but  principally  Quarter  Dollars)  cut  thus 


into  three  or  rather  four  pieces  —  an  exact  triangle  taken  out  of  the  centre  as 
No.  4.  —  The  other  three  pieces  No^.  1,  2,  &  3  of  debased  silver,  is  nevertheless 

to  be  run  off  as  halves  of  the  Quarter  Dollar. - The  central  piece  No.  4 

is  again  coined  down,  and  is  left  rather  plain  in  the  dies  (which  were  shewn 
to  me  with  pieces  of  the  money)  and  the  crescent  formed  pieces  No.  1,  2,  &  3  I 
struck  to  nearly  as  possible  the  stamp  of  that  part  of  a  real  Spanish  quarter 
Dollar. - The  pistareens  were  worse  executed. 

[.  .  .  They  also  divide  the  pistareens  .  .  .  with  an  equal  triangular  bit  taken  out 
of  the  middle  .  .  .  done  by  an  order  from  a  West  India  House  in  Lofidon,  with 
intent  to  pass  the  three  parts  No.  1,  2,  &  3  each  as  a  half  pistaree?i  in  the  West 
India  Islands  .  .  .  These,  I  was  told,  are  an  order  for  the  Barbadoes]. 

I  have  also  seen  Dutch  Ducats,  and  Dollars  which  were  done  as  follows  — 
The  Ducat  was  cut  out  of  a  pure  piece  of  solf  silver  to  proper  size  &  to  be 

easily  bendable  in  the  finger  as  pure  Ducats  are - There  is  then  a  thick 

amalgum  of  Gold  (which  is  made  of  quick  silver  and  Gold  &  then  squeezed 
thro’  shammy  leather)  laid  on  this  soft  silver  and  then  struck  in  the  press  to 
the  exact  size  &  marks  of  the  Dutch  Ducat  of  date  1752.  This  order  came  thro’ 
English  merchants  from  Holland  &  London  soon  after  the  declared  and  open 

assistance  given  by  England  to  their  High  and  mighty  allies  the  Dutch - 

The  value  of  these  forged  Ducats  is  about  one  &  sixpence  with  workmanship 
&  all .  .  .  they  weigh  about  2  dwts  —  5  grs  and  by  weight  the  real  Ducat  would 
sell  here  for  nearly  ten  Shillings,  so  that  here  rests  a  profit  of  eight  and  sixpence 
on  each  piece. 

Spanish  milled  Dollars  are  of  three  sorts,  two  only  of  which  I  have  seen. 
The  baser  one  is  cut  from  a  well  silver-plated  sheet  of  copper  of  due  thickness, 
then  hopped  round  the  edge  with  a  silver  wire  so  thick  as  to  not  expose  the 
copper  if  scraped  moderately  on  the  edge  with  a  knife  (a  common  mode  here 
to  detect  base  silver)  and  then  is  milled  to  the  copied  Die,  of  which  there  are 

more  than  one  sort - They  are  so  well  executed  as  to  pass  easily  among 

others,  and  are  in  value  workmanship  &  all  about  one  and  sixpence. 

The  other  more  pure  Dollars  the  artists  are  more  close  and  secret  about, 

as  being  a  better  thing  -  Those  however  come  to  Birmingham  in  real 

Spanish  or  mexican  Dollars  bought  at  the  Bank  &  other  places,  sent  down  by 
land  carriage  about  10000  at  a  time  in  a  cask,  and  they  are  melted  &  recoined, 
copying  as  exactly  [as  possible]  the  old  inscriptions  of  which  there  are  three  or 
four  sorts  but  mostly  the  lank  visage  of  his  most  Catholic  Majesty,  nine  pence 
of  silver  being  taken  from  each  of  the  new  coinage,  &  these  new  ones  want 
but  little  alloy  to  bring  them  to  a  proper  thickness  —  2|  or  three  pence  on  each 
piece  is  ample  pay  to  the  artist  here  for  dies,  recoining,  sending  them  back  to 
London  &  all  other  expences  so  that  the  publick  upon  whom  they  are  put 
lose  nine  pence  in  every  four  &  sixpence  and  the  .  .  .jj:  has  a  clear  benefit  of 
sixpence  on  each.  Upon  close  investigation  no  doubt  remains  upon  my  mind. 
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but  they  are  meant  for  the  West  Indies  or  for  the  United  States.  Six  tons 
of  them  &  of  other  silver  have  been  so  melted  down,  since  the  beginning  of 

August  last!  - The  Parties  were  very  secret  as  to  names  but  dropt  to  me 

upon  being  closely  pushed,  that  it  was  done  by  them  under  an  order  in  the 
regular  way  from  a  House  in  London  wholly  in  the  East  India  line,  &  that 
those  Dollars  were  meant  for  the  East:  But  this  cannot  be  the  case  the  people 
in  that  country  being  very  nice  and  scrupulous  as  to  silver  imported  coins. 
I  have  actually  heard  professional  men  (one  in  the  Church  &  the  other  a 
Physician)  speak  of  knowing  somewhat  of  this  last  coinage  &  having  recom¬ 
mended  an  artist  for  the  purpose  of  doing  it. 

Assignants  in  quires,  both  stamped  and  signed,  as  well  in  blank  unstamped, 
with  the  proper  paper  and  all  the  French  words  necessary  in  the  watermarks, 
executed  so  I  was  told  in  London  &  sent  hither  for  the  engravings,  printing 
and  finishing  strokes  —  The  head  of  poor  Louis  however  (which  is  done  by 
a  stamp  the  same  as  is  on  the  bills  and  notes  here)  appears  now  to  be  a  want 
here  and  a  loss  to  these  schemers ;  one  of  whom  told  me,  cursing  and  execrating 
the  war,  that  he  should  have  been  ten  thousand  pounds  richer  if  the  declaration 

had  been  delayed  a  month  or  two  longer - Those  assignants  I  saw  were  all 

for  ten,  twenty,  and  two  hundred  Livres  each. 

In  like  manner  in  the  war  time  (and  which  I  discovered  during  my  agency 
under  Congress  for  American  Prisoners  in  England)  did  they  forge  and  counter¬ 
feit  Boxes  of  it,  and  others  which  got  into  America  helped  much  the  deprecia¬ 
tion  in  1779.  In  this  place*^  such  practices  are  held  not  criminal  but  a  fair 
advantage  over  an  enemy,  indeed  hardly  anything  else  short  of  criminal 
among  them  for  I  never  yet  saw  a  people  so  totally  devoid  of  principles, 
morality,  and  those  lesser  ties  which  bind  and  unite  mankind. 

[.  .  .  /  have  also  seen  paper  assignants  of  ten  and  two  hundred  Livres.  The 
paper  is  done  in  London,  with  the  real  watermarks,  and  sent  here  m  quires  for 
engraving  and  impressions,  and  the  parties  were  so  indiscreet  as  to  tell  me  there 
zvere  at  this  juncture  several  thousand  pounds  worth  of  it  in  London  on  its  way  to 
France.  —  This  reminds  me  of  Boxes  filled  with  American  forged  paper  which 
was  taken  in  the  War  on  the  voyage  from  England  to  New  York].

I  direct  my  letter  in  a  plain  way, 
as  I  have  known  instances  of  freedoms  being 
taken  with  Letters  directed  to  public  men. 

The  remarks  of  Digges  concerning  the  counterfeiting  of  paper  are  interesting  in 
view  of  what  happened  in  the  War  of  1939-1945.  Most  readers  probably  know  of 
the  German  attempt  to  undermine  the  English  economy  with  the  aid  of  forged 
five-pound  notes.  Numerous  examples  may  be  found  in  modern  history  of  one 
nation  forging  the  coins  and  notes  of  another  nation.

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THE  DENARIUS  SANCTI  PETRI  IN  ENGLAND, 

855-1534.

In  the  huge,  200  years  old  numismatic  historical  work  of  J.  D.  Koehler,  “  His- 
torische  Miinzbelustigung,”  24  VoL,  Nuremberg,  1729-67,  one  finds  in  Vol.  I, 
page  17,  an  illustration  and  description  of  a  City  of  York  penny  with  the  name  of 
St.  Peter:

Rev.  (eborace  civ)  i.e.  “  The  City  of  York  ” 
which  Koehler  thought  was  a  special  “  Romescot  ”  coin. 

This  York  penny  however,  is  an  anonymous  issue  of  the  local  Vikings,  which 
Mr.  R.  H.  M.  Dolley  of  the  British  Museum  has  dated  on  hoard  evidence  to  the 
first  quarter  of  the  tenth  century,  and  the  Sancti  Petri  penny  does  not,  according 
to  up-to-date  numismatic  knowledge,  seem  ever  to  have  been  a  special  coin,  but  was 
payable,  judging  from  the  hoards  from  Italy,  in  current  coin  of  the  realm. 

Nevertheless  I  think  that  many  coin  collectors  will  be  interested  to  know  a  little 
more  about  the  “  Peter’s  pence  ”  in  England  and  in  connnection  with  the  question 
“  a  special  coin  or  not  ”  to  hear  about  the  two  big  finds  of  Anglo-Saxon  silver  pennies 
in  Rome  in  1843  and  1883.  ^ 

Although  the  origins  of  the  “  Peter’s  pence  ”  payments  to  the  Holy  See  are 
rather  obscure,  and  contemporary  records  scant,  certain  information  can  be  obtained 
from  the  writings  of  various  chroniclers. 

Earliest  mentioned  is  King  Ine  of  Wessex  (688-726),  then  comes  King  Offa  of 
Mercia  (757-796),  but  generally  King  Ethelwulf  of  Wessex  (839-858)  is  pointed  out 
as  being  the  one  who  first  took  it  upon  himself  and  his  country  to  render  payment 
annually. 

According  to  this  last-mentioned  note.  King  Ethelwulf,  during  his  visit  to  Rome 
in  855  presented  Pope  Benedict  III  with  an  appointed  amount,  which  w'as  to  be 
contributed  annually  to  the  Pope  under  the  name  of  “  Peter’s  pence.” 

This  sum  w'as  300  marks,  to  be  apportioned  as  follows:  100  marks  to  fill  up  the 
lamps  wdth  oil  on  the  holy  Easter-evening  in  the  church  of  St.  Peter’s;  100  marks 
for  the  same  purpose  in  the  church  of  St.  Paul’s,  and  100  marks  for  the  Pope 
personally. 
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Originally  this  English  “  Romefeoh  ”  thus  was  a  royal  present  for  the  Pope,  but 
as  early  as  King  Alfred  (872-900)  a  tax  was  imposed  on  the  English  people  to  be 
paid  with  one  penny  from  every  inhabited  house  (this  romescot  also  was  called 
Hearth-Pemiy)',  and  later  with  one  penny  from  everyone  who  owned  cattle  or  other 
property,  from  which  tax  resulted  an  annual  income  of  at  least  30  pence  (in  the 
Danelaw  80  pence). 

In  every  “  Wapentake  ”  there  was  a  commission  to  collect  these  pennies,  which 
were  delivered  to  the  episcopal  residence  from  every  deanery. 

According  to  an  estimate  (in  a  breviary  of  Pope  Gregory  VII,  1073-1085)  of  the 
accounts  of  the  papal  chamber,  the  total  of  the  Peter’s  pennies  from  various  sources 
showed  as  follows :

After  the  Norman  Conquest  the  mark  was  equal  to  160d.=^  |  of  the  pound  sterling. 

Thus  300  mark =200  pounds. 

Charlemagne  (742-814)  established  the  monetary  system  based  on  the  denarius, 
or  silver  penny,  240  of  which  were  struck  from  a  pound  weight  of  silver.  Thus  the 
denarius  became  the  only  important  current  coin. 

Its  multiples,  the  pound  (libra)  and  the  shilling  (solidus)  were  not  represented 
in  circulation  by  real  coins  at  that  time,  but  were  “  moneys  of  account,”  i.e.  numerical 
expressions  for  240  pennies  and  12  pennies,  respectively. 

The  mark  was  originally  a  measure  of  weight  for  gold  and  silver,  and  is  mentioned 
^for  the  first  time  in  England  in  857  where  it  had  a  value  of  8  ounces  =  160  penny¬ 
weights  =5, 120  grains  =233.275  grams. 

Rather  early  on,  however.  Pope  Alexander  III  seems  in  1164  to  have  noted  that 
from  England  it  should  be  possible  to  bring  in  much  more  than  the  traditional  sum 
of  300  marks  in  Peter’s  pence,  and  he  seems  to  have  considered  that  not  only  the 
300  marks  were  his,  but  also  all  the  pennies  collected  according  to  the  law  “  1  penny 
from  every  house.” 

We  have. published  “  national  account”  for  the  year  1185  in  which  also  were 
set  out  incomes  from  some  bishoprics,  which  at  that  time  were  vacant,  and  whose 


temporalities  therefore  were  in  the  King’s  hands. 

This  account  concerns  the  dioceses  of  York  and  Worcester  for  the  year  1185:

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The  surplus  from  the  vacant  bishoprics  went  into  the  King’s  cash-box  as  is 
apparent  from  some  cases  mentioned  in  the  so-called  “  pipe  rolls  ”  concerning  the 
diocese  of  Lincoln  according  to  which  the  Peter’s  pence  came  in,  and  for  some  years 
were  paid  to  the  Royal  Exchequer,  from  which  was  paid  the  amount  due  to  the 
Pope  annually,  i.e.  £\2. 

As  it  must  be  assumed  that  this  surplus,  when  the  bishoprics  were  filled,  would 
be  the  perquisite  of  the  prelates  concerned,  it  is  no  wonder  that  the  King  was  in  no 
hurry  getting  the  vacant  bishoprics  filled,  and  it  also  appears  from  a  letter  of  October 
9th,  1168,  that  the  Pope  warned  the  English  King  against  letting  the  bishoprics 
Lincoln  (vacant  1167-72),  Bath  and  Hereford  stand  continually  vacant,  and  also 
warned  him  against  obstructing  the  free  choices  of  Abbots  in  the  Abbeys  of  Bangor 
and  St.  Asaph.  “  If  not,”  the  Pope  writes,  “  we  could  not  do  anything  else  but  let 
the  hands  of  St.  Peter  and  our  own  hands  fall  heavy  upon  you.” 

There  appears  to  have  been  considerable  correspondence  between  the  Pope  and 
the  King,  for  centuries,  concerning  payments,  defaults,  etc.  of  Peter’s  Pence. 

Finally,  the  English  Parliament,  in  the  year  1534  enacted  a  resolution  that  all 
payments  from  England  to  the  Papal  Chair  (herein  expressly  mentioned  also  the 
Peter’s  Pence)  should  be  prohibited,  and  presumably  after  1534  no  more  Peter’s 
Pence  were  paid,  even  if  the  commitment,  according  to  a  Bill  issued  by  Pope  Paul  III 
in  1549  still  seemed  to  exist,  at  any  rate  so  far  as  the  Pope  was  concerned.  (Paul  III 
granted  in  the  year  1549  to  the  so-called  Archivecollegium  in  Rome  the  income  from 
the  English  Peter’s  pence  belonging  to  the  Papal  Chair). 

The  complete  and  definite  abolition  followed  in  the  year  1559. 

The  Italian  Hoards.  In  1843 — after  the  destruction  of  St.  Paul’s  Church  in 
Rome  by  fire,  the  ruins  of  the  old  bell  tower  were  demolished.  Under  the  foun¬ 
dation  of  the  tower  was  found  a  rich  treasure  from  olden  times  (see  Quintino  in 
“  Menorie  Della  Reale  Accademia  Delle  Scienze  Di  Torino,”  Serie  II,  Vol.  IX-X 
(1849),  pages  1-116)  consisting  of  more  than  1000  silver  pennies,  which  originated 
from  the  end  of  the  tenth  century  or  from  the  beginning  of  the  eleventh  century. 

In  this  treasure  one  finds  more  than  60  different  coins:  nearly  all  European 
nations  are  represented;  the  majority  of  them  are  Italian  coins,  then  the  French  ones 
follow;  and  thirdly  in  quantity  come  the  Anglo-Saxon  coins;  then  the  German,  the 
Dutch  and  the  Hungarian,  etc. 

The  number  of  Anglo-Saxon  coins  was  more  than  100;  about  one  third  of  these 
coins  show  the  stamp  of  King  Edward  the  Confessor  (1042-1066).  The  Anglo- 
Saxon  coins  remaining  are  from  earlier  reigns. 

In  the  year  1883  during  excavations  at  the  Forum  in  Rome  (at  the  foot  of  the 
Palatine  Hill,  where  in  ancient  times  the  House  of  the  Vestal  Virgins  stood)  were 
found  835  coins  (see  De  Rossi  in  “  Notizie  Degli  Schavi  Di  Antichita,”  1883,  page 
487  ff.)  and  of  these,  830  were  Anglo-Saxon  silver  pennies. 

The  earliest  of  these  are  issues  of  King  Eadmund  (940-946)  and  King  Onlaf  II 
of  Northumberland  (940-947). 

About  that  time  the  coins  must  have  been  collected  and  sent  to  Rome.  None  of 
the  coins  can  be  dated  later  than  947. 

Concerning  the  time  at  which  these  coins  were  minted,  this  collection  extends 
from  the  last  three  decades  of  the  ninth  century  to  the  middle  of  the  tenth  century. 
The  greater  proportion  of  these  coins  (393)  were  minted  by  King  iEthelstan  (924-40). 

Furthermore,  in  the  mug  where  the  coins  lay  was  found  a  double-clasp  of  silver 
with  the  inscription:  “  domno  making  papa,”  which  must  mean  Marinus  II,  who 
was  a  Pope  contemporary  (942-46)  with  the  Anglo-Saxon  Kings  Eadmund  and 
Onlaf  11. 
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The  conclusion  must  be  that  the  hoard  found  in  Rome  was  a  quantity  of  the 
Peter’s  Pence  which  about  the  middle  of  the  tenth  century  mostly  came  from 
England,  and  that  they  were  collected  from  door  to  door,  one  by  one,  haphazardly. 

Such  hoards  tend  to  bear  out  the  hypothesis  that  while  England  was  the  first 
and  in  the  ninth  century  the  only  nation,  which  paid  this  tribute,  yet  it  was  not  until 
later  that  other  western  Christian  countries  were  relieved  of  this  tax. 

I  would  like  to  state  here  that  the  modern  term  “  Peter’s  Pence  ”  is  applied  to  a 
voluntary  gift  paid  to  the  Holy  See  by  catholic  countries.  It  was  at  first  paid  in 
Vienna  in  1860  to  compensate  the  Pope  for  the  loss  of  revenue  occasioned  by  the 
establishment  of  the  kingdom  of  Italy  and  so  large  an  amount  came  in,  that  Pius  IX 
was  not  only  able  to  refuse  the  3.1  million  lire  which  the  Italian  government  offered 
him  in  1870,  but  he  also  was  able  to  deposit  big  amounts  in  foreign  banks,  which 
after  his  death  fell  to  the  Holy  See. 

Even  if  the  monetary  value  of  the  coins  found  in  Rome  in  1843  and  1883  is  not 
especially  high  (the  830  Anglo-Saxon  pennies  from  the  Forum  amounted  only  to 
about  one  fifty-eighth  of  the  actual  sum  which  King  TEthelwulf  formerly  promised 
the  Pope  should  be  an  annual  gilft  from  his  kingdom)  such  finds  of  course  are  of 
great  interest  historically  and  otherwise  for  here  one  has  visual  documentary  evidence 
of  the  fact  that  the  tribute  was  collected  according  to  the  law  of  “  one  penny  from 
every  house.” 

As  it  is  said:  “  little  and  often  fills  the  purse,”  we  see  that  in  the  course  of  about 
700  years,  nearly  140,000  good  English  pounds  went  straight  into  the  Pope’s  cash- 
box,  and  that  means  more  than  33  million  pennies  were  collected  from  door  to  door, 
besides  the  probably  greater  surplus  sum  which  vanished  into  the  bishops’  pockets.

Halfcrowns  Can  Fetch  3  6.  The  price  of  fine  silver  is  now  running  around  the  record 
figure  of  lOOd.  an  ounce  and  during  recent  weeks  the  fact  has  been  widely  quoted  that  a 
pre-1920  half-crown  is  now  worth  3s.  4d.  Indeed,  this  is  a  slight  understatement,  for  today 
a  pre-1920  half-crovvn,  if  of  full  weight,  has  a  silver  content  worth  about  3s.  6d. 

February  11,  1920,  was  historic,  for  on  that  day  the  price  of  silver  rose  to  the  equivalent 
of  97d.  a  fine  ounce  (the  actual  quotation  of  891d.  was  for  an  ounce  of  standard  silver — 925 
parts  of  fine  silver  and  75  parts  alloy).  At  that  price  it  would  have  cost  3s.  4d.  in  silver  alone 
to  produce  one  half-crown  and  the  Government  was  compelled  to  take  quick  action.  They 
considered  a  proposal  that,  while  making  no  change  in  the  weight  or  composition  of  our 
larger  silver  coins,  there  should  be  an  issue  of  sixpences  and  threepences  made  of  nickel. 
But  finally  they  decided  to  reduce  the  proportion  of  silver  in  coins  from  921  per  cent  to  50 
per  cent.  So  half-crowns  struck  between  1920  and  1946  have  a  silver  content  worth  today 
about  Is.  lid.,  while  those  of  cupro-nickel  struck  since  1947  have  a  metallic  value  of  only  a 
copper  or  tw'O.  But  no  easy  money  can  be  made  by  collecting  pre-1920  silver  coins  and  melting 
them.  These,  although  still  legal  tender,  are  now  seldom  seen. 

The  Royal  Mint,  of  course,  is  still  withdrawing  silver  of  whatever  date  to  replace  it  with 
cupro-nickel.  During  the  past  five  years  it  has  received  from  the  banks  and  sorted  some 
£110m.  of  mixed  silver  and  cupro-nickel  coin.  This  has  yielded  some  £2\m.  of  coin  with  the 
50  per  cent  silver  content  but  only  about  ,^282,000  of  the  old  92^  per  cent  standard.  To  put 
this  another  way,  the  mint  sorted  some  1,900  million  coins,  of  which  350  million  were  struck 
between  1 920  and  1 946  while  only  about  five  million — fewer  than  three  in  1 ,000 — were  pre- 1 920. 

It  would  be  a  heavy  task  to  collect  an  appreciable  quantity  of  pre-1920  coin  and  any 
would-be  profiteer  would  be  faced  with  considerable  refining  charges.  This  profiteer  would

then  find  himself  up  against  the  law.  It  is  illegal  to  melt  down  any  gold  or  silver  coin  which 
is  for  the  time  being  current  in  the  United  Kingdom.  Anybody  so  doing  is  liable  to  two  years 
in  prison  and  a  fine  of  X^lOO — in  addition  to  forfeiting  his  meltings. 

There  are  still  a  few  visionaries  who  would  like  to  see  our  present  cupro-nickel  coins 
replaced  by  ones  of  the  old  92^  per  cent  standard  which,  after  all,  had  been  used  almost  con¬ 
tinuously  f^rom  Saxon  times  until  1920.  But  at  today’s  price  of  silver  this  restoration  would 
cost  about  jr200m. — Times,  24th  September,  1962. 

Coin  Find  May  Be  Roman.  A  party  of  schoolboys  from  Blackfriars  School,  Llanarth 
and  King  Henry  VIII  Grammar  School,  Abergavenny,  who  are  conducting  an  archaeological 
dig  inside  Abergavenny  town  wall  in  gardens  of  recently  demolished  houses  in  Castle  Street, 
discovered  what  is  thought  to  be  a  Roman  coin  at  a  depth  of  nine  feet  on  Monday. 

Father  Fabian  Ratcliffe  of  Blackfriars  who  is  in  charge  of  the  dig  on  behalf  of  Abergavenny 
Archaeological  Group  told  the  South  Wales  Argus  on  Tuesday  morning:  “  I  think  it  is  a 
Roman  coin  but  I  want  to  send  it  to  Cardiff  museum  for  cleaning  and  identification.” 

He  said  that  the  coin  appeared  to  bear  the  head  of  Vespasian  which  dates  the  coin  from 
69  to  79  A.D. — South  Wales  Evening  Argus,  18r/j  September,  1962. 

Coins  Show  Historians  Wrong.  Professor  Eric  Birley,  head  of  the  Department  of 
Roman-British  History  and  Archaeology  at  Durham  University,  said  yesterday  that  the 
discovery  of  two  Roman  coins  at  Carpow,  on  the  Firth  of  Tay,  “  had  great  historical  impli¬ 
cations.”  The  Professor  has  dated  the  coins  about  a.d.  202. 

The  coins  were  discovered  by  his  son,  Mr.  Robin  Birley,  and  by  a  schoolboy  who  was 
taking  part  in  an  excavation  led  by  Mr.  Birley.  It  was  one  of  the  most  exciting  discoveries 
of  the  last  half-century,  added  the  professor.  He  said  that  along  with  other  finds  made  at 
this  Roman  fortress  the  coins  showed  that  historians  were  wrong  in  believing  that  the  Romans 
evacuated  Scotland  down  to  Hadrian’s  Wall  in  a.d.  184.  Scotland  was  occupied  in  strength 
much  later  than  realised. 

The  30-acre  fort  has  the  largest  headquarters  of  any  yet  uncovered  in  Britain.  Many 
roof  tiles  bear  the  stamp  of  the  Sixth  Legion.  The  two  coins  are  in  near  perfect  condition. 
One  bears  the  head  of  Caracalla,  elder  son  of  the  Emperor  Severus,  and  the  other  the  head  of 
Plautilla,  whom  he  married.  The  Professor  said:  “  The  coins  commemorate  eternal  concord 
between  Caracalla  and  Plautilla  but  within  a  few  years  he  had  her  exiled.  She  was  later 
put  to  death.  I  date  the  Caracalla  coin  exactly  at  202  because  the  inscription  shows  that  he 
was  in  his  fifth  regnal  year.  The  other  coin  is  about  the  same  date,  as  he  married  Plautilla 
in  202.  She  was  exiled  three  years  later.” — Yorkshire  Post,  2\st  September,  1962. 

The  Coinage  of  the  Bonaparte  Family.  In  welcoming  M.  J.-P.  Divo’s  article  grouping 
the  coinages  of  Napoleon  I  and  his  family,  may  I  suggest  a  correction  of  a  slip  of  the  pen; 
under  “  Napoleon  I,”  lines  3-4,  “  ninth  year  .  .  .  (1802-3)  ”  should  read  “  eleventh  year  .  .  . 
(1802-3).”  For  greater  precision,  this  striking  started  during  the  latter  part  of  Year  XI, 
within  1803  (and  ran  on  into  Year  12). 

It  might  be  added  that  the  proclamation  of  Napoleon  as  empereur  and  the  ensuing  intro¬ 
duction  of  this  title  on  the  coinage  both  occurred  during  the  latter  part  of  Year  12,  within  1804. 
(Christian  dating  was  restored  towards  the  end  of  1805,  and  appeared  on  the  coinage  from 
1806). — R.  N.  P.  Hazvkins,  Addiscombe,  Surrey. 

Treasure  Trove  on  Holy  Island.  Treasure  trove  found  on  Holy  Island,  consisting  of 
a  collection  of  50  400-year-old  silver  coins  worth  exactly  ;C1  at  the  time  of  their  minting, 
was  yesterday  handed  over  to  Berwick  police.  The  coins  were  in  a  jug  about  three  feet  below 
the  surface  at  Fiddlers’  Green,  where  an  old  thatched  cottage  has  been  demolished  and  new 
houses  are  being  built.  In  the  collection  are  three  bawbees  minted  during  the  reign  of 
Mary  Queen  of  Scots,  and  47  other  silver  coins,  including  groats  bearing  the  head  of  Mary 
Tudor,  a  sixpence  and  groats  bearing  the  heads  of  King  Phillip  and  Mary,  and  coins  of  the 
reign  of  Elizabeth  I. 

About  the  time  the  coins  were  minted,  the  island  was  used  for  smuggling.  In  1560,  the 
Navy  v/as  based  there  for  the  siege  of  Leith. — Scotsman,  18r/z  September,  1962. 
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CARSON,  R.  A.  G.  Coins.  642  pp.,  Ixiv  pi.  Cloth,  10"  x  7".  London,  1962.  We 
can  supply,  price  £5  5s. -r  postage. 

This  very  lengthy  book  is  divided  into  numerous  sub-sections,  e.g.  Greece,  Rome,  Europe, 
Africa,  etc.  Each  sub-section  contains  a  wealth  of  interesting  historical  information,  if  any¬ 
thing  rather  at  the  expense  of  descriptive  details  of  the  actual  coins. 
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The  author  is  a  well-known  classical  numismatist,  and  perhaps  for  this  reason  tends 
rather  to  weight  his  book  in  favour  of  his  own  special  field — the  whole  of  the  English  coinage 
from  Anglo-Saxon  times  to  date  is  dealt  with  in  20  pages,  whereas  nearly  200  pages  are  devoted 
to  the  Ancient  World.  Naturally,  it  is  not  possible  adequately  to  cover  every  aspect  of 
nuniismatics  equally  in  such  a  work,  but  one  does  feel  that  modern  coinages  might  have  had 
a  fairer  share  of  space.  There  are  also  a  number  of  inaccurate  dates  in  most  sections.  The 
illustrations  are  of  high  standard,  and  the  book  is  very  well  laid  out  and  well  printed. 

The  reviewer  regards  this  book  rather  as  the  “  Rolls  Royce  ”  of  the  half  dozen  or  so  general 
coin  books  which  have  been  published  during  the  last  12  months.  It  is  well  written,  but  in 
the  reviewer’s  opinion,  its  appeal  is  to  the  general  collector  of  ancient  coins  who  wishes  to  fill 
in  historical  background,  rather  than  to  the  specialist  collector  whose  interests  lie  outside  the 
Ancient  World. — P.A.R. 

LINECAR,  HOWARD  W.  A.  The  Crown  Pieces  of  Great  Britain  and  the  British 
Commonwealth.  95  pp.,  copious  half-tones  in  text.  Cloth,  10"  x  7".  London,  1962.  We 
can  supply,  37s.  postage. 

After  a  short  introduction  dealing  with  the  history  of  the  Crown  as  a  denomination  of  the 
English  coinage,  the  coins  themselves  are  set  out  in  chronological  order,  those  of  England 
and  Scotland  preceding  the  issues  of  the  Commonwealth.  The  main  issues  are  illustrated 
under  every  reign,  and  descriptive  material  viz.  dates  issued,  legends,  mint  marks,  etc.,  follows. 

Although  the  milled  English  issues  are  fairly  complete  {no  mention  is  made  of  the  1705 
plumes  crozvn),  the  book  is  very  difficult  to  use  for  identification  or  checking  purposes.  The 
author  takes  great  pains  to  describe  the  various  mint  marks  and  variations  in  legends  under 
Charles  I,  but  we  cannot  imagine  why  the  main  distinguishing  features,  namely  changes  in 
basic  type  and  design  are  not  only  omitted  from  the  illustrations,  but  are  not  even  mentioned 
in  the  letterpress !  This  is  a  bad  fault,  and  could  be  very  confusing  to  the  beginner,  or  to  one 
not  familiar  with  this  reign. 

Apart  from  theSe  shortcomings,  the  book  is  beautifully  printed  on  art  paper  and  the  blocks 
are  of  very  high  quality.  The  book  also  has  the  advantage  that  all  the  Commonwealth  issues 
are  contained  in  one  volume. — P.A.R.

C.  H.  Moore  announced  that  he  had  attended 
the  preliminary  meetings  for  the  formation  of  a  local 
“Arts  Council  ”  group  and  that  the  Hayes  Coin  Club 
along  with  other  organisations  would  become  “  Founder 
Members.” 

H.  W.  A.  Linecar  was  the  guest  speaker  and  his  sub¬ 
ject  was  “  Transport  Tokens  and  Medals  the  talk  was 
commenced  by  passing  round  a  brass  check  that  was 
issued  in  1830j  this  was  one  of  the  first  types  of  railway 
ticket,  after  use  by  the  traveller  it  was  collected  by  the 
guard  and  subsequently  re-issued  to  further  travellers, 
numerous  other  metal  checks  or  tallies  were  also  passed 
round  during  the  course  of  the  talk,  including  a  privilege 
pass  for  a  railway  director,  the  talk  was  also  illustrated 
by  illuminated  photographic  slides.  Mr.  Linecar  gave 
accounts  of  early  railway  history  and  the  famous  father 
and  son  engineers,  George  and  Robert  Stephenson;  the 
building  of  the  London  and  Greenwich  Railway;  the 
building  of  the  bridges  over  the  Menai  Straits,  the  River 
Tay  at  Dundee  and  the  Firth  of  Forth  at  Queensferry. 

Mr.  Linecar  was  warmly  applauded  at  the  conclusion 
of  his  talk  and  a  vote  of  thanks  was  proposed  by  Dr,  J. 
Lavertine  and  seconded  by  Mr.  A.  Schroeder,

Huddersfield  Num.  Soc.  At  the  opening  meeting 
of  the  1962-3  session  of  the  Society,  held  at  the  Tolson 
Aluseum,  A.  Porritt,  the  new  president,  gave  a  talk  on 
“  Collections,  Collecting  and  Collectors.” 

In  the  1640’s,  he  said,  there  were  1000  known  notable 
collections  of  coins  in  Europe.  One  of  the  most  famous 
was  that  of  Thomas  Howard,  Lord  Arundel,  who  made 
it  fashionable  in  this  country  for  the  aristoctacy  to 
become  collectors,  and  all  manner  of  objects  and  curiosi¬ 
ties,  antique  lamps,  old  horn  mugs,  basso-rilievos, 
paintings,  rarities  in  brass,  glass  and  metals,  acquired 
by  travellers  doing  the  Grand  Tour  of  Europe,  found 
their  way  into  this  country. 

To  Charles  I  we  owe  largely  the  initiation  of  the  great 
collections  of  paintings  by  the  Masters,  acquired  from 
the  late  17th  to  the  end  of  the  18th  centuries,  and 
indirectly  the  nucleus  of  both  English  and  American 
Museums.  King  Charles  had  a  passion  for  paintings 
and  his  patronage  of  Rubens  and  Van  Dyck  and  his 
purchases  of  examples  until  then  not  recognised  as 
important  did  more  than  anything  else  to  set  the  trend 
of  artistic  appreciation.  Much  of  his  collection  w'as 
maliciously  dispersed  by  the  Commonwealth  Parliament 
and  the  galleries  of  Europe  enriched  at  our  expense. 
Fifteen  Titians  and  many  historic  jewels  were  lost  to 
this  country  in  that  way. 
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Referring  to  numismatists  of  former  times,  Mr. 
Porritt  said  a  collection  of  coins  acquired  as  a  r>assionate 
interest  by  a  Scottish  Doctor  and  a  great  contributor  to 
the  study  of  anatomy  in  the  18th  century,  John  Hunter, 
was  declared  to  have  been  second  only  in  importance  to 
that  of  the  British  Museum. 

Kent  Num.  Soc.  At  a  meeting  of  the  Society  held 
in  the  Museum,  Maidstone,  on  July  14th,  1962,  the 
Chairman,  F.  Lock,  extended  a  welcome  to  three  new 
members. 

The  speaker  was  Richard  D.  French  of  Durango, 
Col.,  U.S.A.  His  subject  was  “  The  Numismatics  of 
North  America.”  He  indicated  that  such  was  the 
scope  of  the  subject  that  he  had  decided  to  regard 
Mexico  as  Central  America,  and  to  ignore  the  two  small 
islands  of  St.  Pierre  and  Miquelon,  still  in  the  possession 
of  France. 

Outlining  the  historical  background,  he  said  that 
until  the  mid-17th  century,  parts  of  the  northern 
continent  had  been  claimed  by  no  less  than  6  European 
countries.  He  described  the  settling  of  various  English, 
French  and  Dutch  colonies  on  the  east  coast,  out  of 
which  the  present  countries  of  the  U.S.A.  and  Canada 
had  sprung.  At  first  there  had  been  little  need  for 
coined  money,  the  colonists  using  tobacco,  bullets,  skins, 
and  corn  for  barter,  and  also  Red-Indian  “  money  ” 
known  as  wampum. 

When  traders  arrived  from  Europe,  however,  they 
bought  for  coin,  and  demanded  coin  for  their  own  goods. 
Thus,  almost  every  currency  in  the  world  circulated: 
Guineas,  Ducats,  Louis  d’Or,  and,  of  course,  “  Pieces 
of  Eight.” 

In  Massachusets  wampum  was  at  one  time  made 
“  legal  tender  ”  at  the  rate  of  six  to  one  penny,  by  the 
General  Court.  This  body,  in  its  struggle  to  provide 
small  change,  later  authorised  the  first  metal  coinage  in 
1652.  John  Hull  was  the  mintmaster  and  the  striking 
was  done  at  his  ironworks  at  Saugers,  near  Boston. 
This  series  was  the  N.E.  1/-,  6d.  and  3d.;  followed  by 
the  Willow,  Oak,  and  Pine  Tree  issues. 

The  next  local  issue  was  that  by  Lord  Cecil  of  Balti¬ 
more  who,  in  1658-9,  had  coins  struck  in  England  for 
the  colony  of  Maryland.  Other  tokens  and  colonial 
coins  of  the  Dutch  were  struck  for  use  in  New  Amster¬ 
dam  (New  York),  and  also  the  well-known  “  Rosa 
Americana  ”  and  Wood’s  “  Hibernia  ”  coinages. 

After  Wood’s  patent  was  cancelled,  no  other  coinage 
has  come  to  light  until  after  the  Declaration  of  Inde¬ 
pendence  (1776).  Mr.  French  led  up  to  the  first  issue 
of  Continental  paper  money  on  June  22,  1775.  These 
notes  were  pledged  to  be  redeemed  in  Spanish  milled 
dollars,  or  the  equivalent  in  either  gold  or  silver. 

Jefferson  was  a  strong  supporter  of  the  Dollar  as 
unit,  partly  because  the  people  were  already  familiar 
with  it,  and  he  favoured  its  division  into  100  sub-units. 
But  the  greatest  protagonist  of  decimalisation  was 
Gouverneur  Morris,  the  Federation’s  Assistant  Superin¬ 
tendent  of  Finance.  In  1776  a  few  Continental  Dollars 
were  struck  in  silver,  and  some  also  in  pewter  and  brass, 
at  the  instigation  of  Benjamin  Franklin.  Congress, 
however,  did  not  finally  approve  the  Dollar  and  Cents 
coinage  until  July  6th,  1785. 

A  government  mint  had  been  authorised  as  early  as 
1782,  but  the  first  issue  of  cents  (The  Fugio  Cents)  was 
supplied  privately  under  contract.  Over  the  years 
various  denominations  were  tried  out,  2c,  3c.,  etc.,  but 
the  U.S.A.  has  now  got  almost  exactly  the  same  range 
as  it  started  with — ic.,  5c.,  10c.,  25c.,  50c.  and  $1. 
The  multiple  dollar  pieces  in  gold  have  now  been 
replaced  by  paper  money. 

Turning  to  Canada,  it  was  shown  how  the  early 
coinage  position  was  much  the  same  as  further  south. 
After  1776  and  with  the  beginnings  of  the  Provinces  of 
Canada,  much  of  the  money  was  Bank  and  traders’ 
tokens.  Many  of  them  were  struck  in  England.  It 
was  natural,  from  the  earlier  history  of  the  currency, 
that  when  Canada  established  a  coinage,  that  it  should 
follow  the  pattern  of  the  United  States.  The  silver 
dollar,  however,  was  not  struck  until  1935;  prior  to  that 
a  small  number  of  golden  $2  pieces  had  been  struck. 

Newfoundland  authorised  a  decimal  coinage  in  1865, 
and  240,000  Ic.  pieces  were  struck.  In  the  next  71 
years  an  average  of  223,000  were  struck  on  each  of  only 


21  dates — not  enough  to  provide  one  each  to  her 
population  of  350,000.  In  1949  Newfoundland  joined 
the  Dominion  of  Canada.  The  Dominion  coinage  is 
now  official  but  the  older  native  decimal  coinage  is  still 
to  be  found  in  circulation. 

From  his  own  collection  Air.  French  exhibited  5  gold 
and  48  other  coins  of  the  U.S.A.,  and  Confederate  paper 
money,  together  with  76  specimens  of  Canada  and 
Newfoundland.  Fie  tendered  his  thanks  to  J.  W. 
Bridge  for  the  loan  of  a  string  of  wampum  and  a  Pine 
Tree  shilling,  neither  of  which  he  had  in  this  country. 

London  Num.  Club.  July  Meeting.  Two  papers 
were  read.  A.  C.  Fraser  spoke  on  the  Island  of  Lundy 
and  its  coinage,  giving  a  background  of  the  island’s 
history  before  proceeding  to  examine  its  two  periods  of 
numismatic  history  during  the  Civil  War  and  when 
Martin  Coles  Harman  struck  his  private  coinage  of  one 
puffin  and  one  half  puffin.  C.  Hailing  reviewed  Sir 
Mortimer  Wheeler’s  book  “  Rome  beyond  the  Imperial 
Frontiers,”  pointing  out  that  although  not  now  a  new 
book  he  had  examined  it  more  specifically  from  a 
numismatist’s  point  of  view.  He  quoted  many  of  the 
passages  referring  to  finds  of  coins  well  outside  the 
“  lines  ”  or  frontiers  shewing  how  widespread  the 
influence  of  the  Roman  world  was. 

August  Meeting.  This  meeting  is  always  given  over 
to  members’  contributions.  Several  persons  spoke  on 
various  aspects  of  coins.  A.  J.  Alinchin  shewed  some 
rare  Roman  Imperial  ladies  on  some  portrait  denarii 
and  spoke  about  the  Newcastle  Conference  which  he 
had  just  attended.  He  also  mentioned  his  trip  to  Hadrian’ 
Wall,  a  must  for  all  visiting  the  Conference.  Miss  H. 
Rowan  spoke  on  and  displayed  specimens  of  the  modern 
Greek  coinage.  1.  T.  Roper  exhibited  some  Byzantine 
coins  from  the  series  that  he  had  recently  taken  up. 
Messrs.  Fraser,  Hawkins,  and  other  members  shewed 
individual  pieces  and  also  commented  in  the  general 
discussions. 

September  Meeting.  Dr.  E.  Wesander  spoke  on  the 
coinage  of  Ancient  Persia  from  the  earliest  times  until 
historical  times  covering  some  fifteen  hundred  years  in 
all.  Many  coins  were  exhibited  illustrating  practically 
every  type  mentioned  by  the  speaker  from  the  early 
issues  of  Lycia  with  their  incuse  reverse  types  onwards. 
The  interest  that  Dr.  Wesander  aroused  amongst  his 
audience  was  such  that  questions  continued  for  an 
appreciable  time  afterw'ards  which  he  was  kind  enough 
to  answer,  some  at  length  spontaneously  shew'ing 
his  deep  knowledge  of  his  subject  which  members 
greatly  appreciated. 

Yorkshire  Num.  Soc.  At  the  September  meeting 
T.  E.  Morgan  of  SouthowTam,  Halifax,  gave  an  address 
on  “  Naval  Power,”  supported  by  a  display  of  50  medals 
and  counters,  from  the  time  of  the  Armada  to  the 
World  Wars.  Aledals,  he  said,  threw  light  on  history 
to  an  even  greater  degree  than  coins.  Aloney  is  money; 
medals  are  men  and  men’s  actions.  When  one  looked  at 
a  medal  on  Alarlborough  or  on  Nelson,  one  did  not 
consider  the  medal  in  relation  to  the  Alint  and  finances 
of  the  time  but  turned  one’s  mind  immediately  to  the 
personalities  and  accomplishments  of  these  two  great 
makers  of  history;  and  so  of  the  rest. 

In  mediaeval  times,  the  kingdom  relied  on  a  handful 
of  royal  ships  and  the  requisitioning  of  smaller  vessels 
from  different  ports,  manned  by  fishermen,  seafaring 
adventurers  and  traders.  The  English  expeditionary 
force  of  Henry  V  against  France  in  1415  consisted  of 
10,000  fighting  men  with  an  enormous  supply  system 
of  stores,  artisans  and  animals,  carried  in  1,000  ships 
from  500  tons  down  to  20  tons  portage.  The  Agincourt 
Roll  mentioned  that  the  auxiliaries  included  surgeons, 
20  of  them — the  first  mention  of  them  with  the  army. 

To  Henry  VIII  the  development  of  the  navy  as  an 
effective  instrument  of  war  was  due.  All  the  Tudors 
were  sound  on  naval  defence,  as  were  the  Stuarts,  with 
the  exception  of  James  I  during  the  first  16  years  of  his 
reign 

The  speaker  also  discussed  naval  tactics  in  the 
Napoleonic  wars  and  the  cosmopolitan  nature  of  some 
of  the  crews.  H.M.S.  Victory,  for  example,  had  171 
foreigners  among  the  800  on  board,  including  a  woman 
dressed  as  a  man,  although  none  of  the  crew  but  her 
husband — a  Alaltese  seaman — knew  it.  The  youngest 
on  board  was  alboy  of  ten.
